Chicago, 111., April 19— Arson was 
suspected by police today in the lire 
which lan night gutted a four story 
building here, killing eight firemen, 
one civilian and injured twenty oth­ 
ers, some pei haps fatally. 
Search of the ruins was continued 
by policemen and Bremen today. Still 
many unaccounted tor may 
have 
been trapped when a terrific explos­ 
ion caused the walls to billow 
out 
and then collapse. 
The explosion occurred on the sec­ 
ond floor, while firemen were swarm­ 
ing all over the building. 
The structure was known as 
the 
Curran building, located on Blue Is ­ 
land Avenue on the South side. Fire, 
apparently insignificant, broke out 
last evening. Within a few moments 
tin* li/e was raging throughout 
the 
entire structure. Scores of 
person-, 
and fire apparatus were brought to 
the scene. 
Several firemen were on the upper 
floor, others on the ground floor and 
still others were perched on ladders 
leaning against the walls and on 
a 
water tour running its head a 
few 
feet from the building, when without 
warning a terrific explosion 
shook 
the building The walls bulged out and 
then caved to the ground. The roof 
and upper floor crashed through 
to 
the basement carrying the firemen 
and othei p erson s with it through the 
leaping flames. Shrieks 
of 
agony 
pierced tbe blazing structure and the

threw consternation into the ranks 
of the other candidates on the oc­ 
casion of the banquet of the Dem­ 
ocratic Editorial Association 
In past years Taggart’s endorse­ 
ment of a candidate has been al­ 
most sufficient to assure £ candidate 
of the nomination. 
This year the race evolves itself 
into a question convention if the

The McCulloeh forces seem to be 
centering their attack on Cravens.

they should dig up their hedges be­ 


cause they appeared to be winter - 
killed, should not 
do anything of 
the sort, but should cut off the tops 
a few inches from the ground, and 
the hedge will ¡¿row and eventually 
will be as luxurious as ever, accord­ 
ing to local nursery. 
The same ad­ 
vice is given by state officials who 
have been examining hedges in many 
parts of the state to see if they 
are dead. 


The California Privet hedge is the 
worst effected, according to experts 


before it mataured, a heavy freeze 
came along and killed the expose 
parts of the hedge. 
Main persons, 
•>n seeing the hedge seemingly dead 
are digging them up aifd throwing 
them away. 
The roots arc not dead, 
it is stated, and after the tops are 
cut away, they will send green shoot 


Frank X. Wallace, state 
entom­ 
ologist. said he has been investiga:- 
ing the hedges, and found that all 
the roots are alive, but that almost 
generally, 
California 
privets have 
been winter-killed. lie advised cut­ 
ting the tops down at once, as lit* 
said that if the dead tops are left 
the new sprouts will grow up throue 
the dead wood in siu-li a way that 
will not allow trimming of the hedge
